A life behind bars 

Convicted swindler Madoff can expect different world: Expert 


White House reacts 


From rubbing elbows 
with millionaires to shar¬ 
ing a prison yard with 
drug dealers and 
gangsters, Bernard Mad¬ 
off s life is about to 
change dramatically. 

The Federal Bureau of 
Prisons has not decided 
where Madoff, who orches¬ 
trated a Ponzi scheme that 
bilked investors out of bil¬ 
lions of dollars, will serve 
his 150-year sentence. But 
no matter where he ends 
up, Madoff should not ex¬ 
pect plush digs, former fed¬ 
eral prisoners say. 

Far from it. 

Madoff, 71, leaving be¬ 
hind his wife and his $7- 
million US Manhattan 
apartment, will likely find 


himself earning pennies a 
day sweeping floors, clean¬ 
ing toilets or manning a 
stove in the prison kitchen. 

Like all prisoners, correc¬ 
tions officers will shine a 
light in his face twice in 
the middle of the night as 
part of six or seven daily 
checks. 

“One of the most difficult 
things to deal with in prison 
is the reality that you are 
powerless,” said Jonathan 
Richards, author of Federal 
Prison: A Comprehensive 
Survival Guide, who served 
time in a federal medical 
centre, which is similar to a 
low-security prison. “Your 
whole life you basically eat 
when you want to eat, sleep 
when you want to sleep,

Goddard added the gath¬ 
ering was thrown by co¬ 
workers of his nephew, 
and that the group worked 
together. 

Funeral arrangements 
for the slain man had not 
been made yesterday, as 
his mother had not identi¬ 
fied the young man’s 
body, Goddard added. 

No charges have been 
laid in connection with his 
murder, though police are 
actively investigating and 
interviewing witnesses.

Political interference led to polygamy charges: Lawyers 


Improper political interfer¬ 
ence led to polygamy 
charges being filed 
against two members of a 
breakaway sect of the 
Mormon Church, a court 
was told yesterday. 

The court was asked to 
toss out the charges 
against the members of 
U.S.-based Fundamentalist 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints (FLDS), 
which has been reported 
for years to be practising 
plural marriages in rural 
Bountiful, B.C. 

The case is the first ma¬ 
jor test of Canada’s more 
than century-old polygamy 
law, which some civil 
rights lawyers have 
warned may violate the 
country’s constitutional

Defence lawyers said 
British Columbia’s attor¬ 
ney general abused the sys¬ 
tem by appointing a new 
special prosecutor after 
one appointed in 2007 de¬ 
clined to file charges be¬ 
cause the case was likely 


not winnable. The new 
prosecutor did file charges. 

The province decided to 
use a special prosecutor to 
avoid a potential conflict 
of interest because its own 
internal criminal prosecu¬ 
tors had warned in the 
1990s the law was likely 
unconstitutional. 

“The special prosecutor 
was intended to avoid any 
risk, real or perceived, of 
political interference,” 
said attorney Bruce El- 
wood.

MINT The federal government 
has ordered an immediate re¬ 
view of security at the Royal 
Canadian Mint after an exter¬ 
nal audit suggested criminal 
activity could be behind the 
disappearance of $15-3 million 
worth of gold. The months- 
long external review ruled out 


sloppy bookkeeping or 
accounting errors for the fact 
that 17,500 troy ounces of gold 
(about 544 kilograms) has 
gone missing, raising the pos¬ 
sibility that thieves took the 
precious metal. “A higher 
amount of gold should be on 
hand than the physical amount 


of gold counted," concludes 
the report. And the review re¬ 
veals that some silver, 
platinum and palladium is also 
missing, although Mint 
officials could not say how 
much. The review urges the 
Mint to examine security.

Tracking H1N1 flu’s flight path 

Canadian study finds virus followed airline routes to North America 


The new strain of influen¬ 
za A (H1N1), also known 
as swine flu, followed the 
airline route map as it 
spread around the globe, 
says a new report. 

The flu went where pas¬ 
sengers went — mainly to 
the United States and Cana¬ 
da. 

Dr. Kamran Khan of St. 
Michael’s Hospital in Toron¬ 
to and colleagues used In¬ 
ternational Air Transport 
Association data for their 
study. 


“For the first time, we can 
quickly integrate informa¬ 
tion about worldwide air 
traffic patterns with infor¬ 
mation about global infec¬ 
tious disease threats,” Khan 
said. 

“What this means is that 
cities and countries around 
the world can now respond 
to news of a threat earlier 
and more intelligently than 
ever before.” 

Khan and colleagues 
wrote in the New England 
Journal of Medicine: “Our

The company, which has 
been producing vehicles in 
Chatham, Ontario, since 
1923, is set to cut its staff 
there by about 90 per cent, 
the Canadian Auto Work¬ 
ers union said yesterday. 

“We're amazed that this 
company continues to do 
this,’’said Sonny Galea, 
who represents office 
workers and technicians 
for the CAW at the Inter¬ 
national Truck and En¬ 
gine Corp plant.

By late last year, there 
were a little over 1,000 
people at the plant, and 
soon there will be fewer 
than 100. There are cur¬ 
rently about 800 workers 
on layoff. 

The labour agreement 
between the company and 
the union expires today, 
clearing the way for Nav¬ 


istar to shift much of its 
production south. 

“Many of our competi¬ 
tors have moved further 
south and many of the 
suppliers that supply 
them have moved their 
operations south, 

“So it's much more ex¬ 
pensive today to bring 
parts up to Canada...” 
said spokesperson Roy 
Wiley in Chicago, where 
Navistar is based. 

If the company goes 
ahead, the Chatham plant 
will be little more than a 
“kit shop,” said CAW pres¬ 
ident Ken Lewenza.

Police in the Honduran 
capital fired tear gas at 
stone-throwing supporters 
of Zelaya, who was toppled 
in an army coup on Sunday.

Zelaya, a leftist, was de¬ 
tained and sent into exile 
Sunday in a dispute over his 
push to extend presidential 
terms. The coup is Central 
America’s biggest political 
crisis in decades. 

Left-wing Latin American 
leaders led by Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez an¬ 
nounced that they would 


withdraw their ambassa¬ 
dors from Honduras in 
protest at the coup. 

In Washington, U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said it 
would be a “terrible prece¬ 
dent” to move back into an 
era of military coups, and 
added the ouster was “not 
legal.” 


Zelaya said he will travel 
back to Honduras Thurs¬ 
day, in defiance of the 
coup. Speaking in 
Nicaragua, Zelaya said Or¬ 
ganization of American 
States chief Jose Miguel In- 
sulza had offered to accom¬ 
pany him to Honduras.

Crime on Facebook 

Popularity of site attracting more cyber criminals 


Cybercrime is rapidly 
spreading on Facebook as 
fraudsters prey on users 
who think the world's top 
social networking site is a 
safe haven on the 
Internet. 

Cybercrime, which costs 
U.S. companies and indi¬ 
viduals billions of dollars a 
year, is spreading fast on 
Facebook because scams 
target and exploit those 
naive to the dark side of so¬ 
cial networking, security 
experts say. 

While News Corp.’s My- 
Space was the most popu¬ 
lar hangout for cyber crim¬ 
inals two years ago, ex¬ 
perts say hackers are now 
entrenched on Facebook, 
whose membership has 
soared from 120 million in 
December to more than 
200 million today. 

“Facebook is the social 
network du jour. Attackers 


go where the people go. Al¬ 
ways,” said Mary Landes- 
man, a senior researcher at 
Web security company 
ScanSafe.

Scammers break into ac¬ 
counts posing as friends of 
users, sending spam that 
directs them to websites 
that steal personal infor¬ 
mation and spread viruses. 
Hackers tend to take con¬ 
trol of infected PCs for 
identity theft, spamming 
and other mischief. 


Facebook manages secu¬ 
rity from its central head¬ 
quarters in Palo Alto, 
Calif., screening out much 
of the spam and malicious 
software targeting its 
users. 

That should make it a 
safer place to surf than the 
broader Internet, but crim¬ 
inals are relentless and 
some break through Face- 
book’s considerable filter. 

A spokesman for Face- 
book said that when crimi¬ 
nal activity is detected on 
one account, the site 
quickly looks for similar 
patterns in others and 
either deletes bad emails 
or resets passwords to 
compromised accounts. 
Facebook is hiring a fraud 
investigator and a fraud 
analyst, according to 
the careers section of its 
website.

Should I trust an Income Trust? 



E Recently, I inherit¬ 
ed several 
thousand dollars. 
Income Trusts appear to 
give very high yields with¬ 
out risking my capital. 

Are these good 
investments? — Richard 
Equity investors in 
the past 10 years 
have received gen¬ 
erous returns, that is until 
fall of 2008. Since then, 
many have reduced, repo¬ 
sitioned or completely 
abandoned the stock mar¬ 
ket. Memorize this: “In¬ 
vesting is risky.” If you do 
not have the stomach for 
any risk, get out of the 
market. 

Income Trusts (Income 
Funds) were created for in¬ 
vestors to receive distribu¬ 
tions on a tax-efficient ba¬ 
sis. There are four main 
types: 

• Business Trusts 
• REITs 

• Utility Trusts and 
• Resource Trusts 
Income Trusts do not pay 
income taxes if all of its 
taxable income is distrib¬ 


uted to its unit holders. 
Therefore, unit holders re¬ 
ceive higher payouts. The 
unit holder is ultimately 
taxed. Yields vary from five 
to over 20 per cent. Of 
course, the greater the 
yield, the greater the risk. 

Generally, distributions 
to unit holders consist of a 
return on capital and a re¬ 
turn of capital. A return on 
capital (yield), is the return 
to the investor for invest¬ 
ing — this is subject to tax 
at the end of the year. 

A return of capital is a 
distribution of your capital 
investment. This is not 
taxed when received, but 
affects the cost base of the 
investment on disposition. 
Investor should be cog¬ 
nizant of both. 

In 2006, Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jim Flaherty an¬ 
nounced all Income Trusts 
(except Real Estate Invest¬ 
ment Trusts), starting in 
2011, will be subject to 
corporate tax. It evens the 
playing field between 
taxed corporations and 
non-taxed Income Trusts. 
As a result, our govern¬ 
ment coffers get filled and 
investors receive less. 

Check with your finan¬ 
cial adviser when deciding 
whether Income Trusts are 
right for you.

New coach preaches patience as revamped team comes together

Richie Hall was preaching 
patience when the Edmon¬ 
ton Eskimos opened train¬ 
ing camp just a few weeks 
ago. 

Thursday, Hall will find 
out if patience, and the 
pieces he’s since put to¬ 
gether in his first season as 
a CFL head coach, will pay 
off when the Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers come calling 
at Commonwealth Stadi¬ 
um. 

“The focus changes,” 
Hall said. “We’re always 
evaluating ourselves, but 
now we have an opponent. 

“During camp, it wasn’t 
about opponents. It was 
about slowly coming to¬ 
gether as a team. Now, we 
want to keep the momen¬ 
tum going.” 

Hall, a long-time defen¬ 
sive co-ordinator with 
Saskatchewan before tak¬ 
ing the coaching clipboard 
from Danny Maciocia this 
off-season, has a revamped 
offence, featuring running 
back Jesse Lumsden and 
some new receivers. 

Hall has an overhauled 
defence, a unit that in¬ 
cludes former 

Saskatchewan stalwarts 
Maurice Lloyd and Kitwana 
Jones. 

And, with his team look¬ 


ing to build on a 10-8 cam¬ 
paign in 2008, Hall has ex¬ 
pectations of the 46-man 
roster he’s assembled in 
the wake of pre-season 
wins against his former 
team, Saskatchewan, and 
the B,C. Lions. 

“We’re not going to be 
the team we want to be in 
Week 1,” Hall said. “We 
want to be the team we’re 
going to be in November. 
We have to be patient be¬ 


cause it’s a growth 
process.” 

Ricky Ray, who now 
owns just about every pass¬ 
ing record in Edmonton’s 
record book, returns at piv¬ 
ot. Jason Maas will be his 
back-up. Despite the loss of 
receivers Jason Tucker (re¬ 
tirement) and Kelly Camp¬ 
bell, Ray still has targets 
like Fred Stamps and Ka- 
mau Peterson. Now, add 
Lumsden. 


On the other side of the 
ball, there’s no question 
the defence has added 
some speed and aggression 
with Lloyd at middle line¬ 
backer, Jones and rookie 
defensive end Greg Peach. 

“We’ve got some very 
talented players,” Hall said. 
“It’s about finding your 
mesh point. Finding that 
role. The quicker we can 
come together, the easier 
it is to go forward.” 


Stamps start season as Grey Cup favourites

The Calgary Stampeders 
proved they were the thor¬ 
oughbreds of the Canadian 
Football League last year, 
capping a sensational 13-5 
regular season with their 
first Grey Cup title since 
2001. Now it seems the 
Stamps have the inside 
track to become the first 
CFL team since the 1997 
Toronto Argos to success¬ 
fully defend their title. 

The key piece of the puz¬ 
zle is quarterback Henry 
Burris, the Grey Cup MVP 
who has signed a four-year 
contract extension to stay 
in Calgary through 2012. 

“Henry has proven that 
he’s an elite quarterback 
in this league and a vital 
part of our football team,” 


said head coach/general 
manager John Hufnagel. 
“We’re ecstatic to know 
he’ll be here for years to 
come.” 

Burris, 34, last season set 
career highs in passing 
yards (5,094), touchdown 
passes (39), completion 
percentage (64.5) and 
quarterback rating 
(103.8) while es¬ 
tablishing his 
position as the 
CFL’s top pass¬ 
er. 

“This is the 
only team I 
can imagine playing for 
and I love the direction 
we’re heading,” said Bur¬ 
ris. “I look forward to 
building on 2008. We all 
have great ambitions for 
the future.” 

The immediate future 
could include another 


Grey Cup ring. The Stam¬ 
peders have 19 of their 24 
starters from last Novem¬ 
ber’s championship game 
back on the roster as they 
prepare to kickoff the 2009 
CFL season. They open 
their schedule by hosting a 
Grey Cup rematch against 
the Montreal Alouettes to¬ 
morrow at McMahon 
Stadium. 

The problem is 
Calgary has been rav¬ 
aged by injuries 
during training 
camp and could 
enter the season 
without defensive backs 
J.R. Ruffin and Brandon 
Smith in addition to play¬ 
ing without receivers Ken- 
Yon Rambo, Ryan Thelwell 
and Jabari Arthur. Offen¬ 
sive linemen Jeff Pilon and 
Jesse Newman also have 
nagging injuries. 


The Stamps host the 
2009 Grey Cup game Nov. 
29 and are challenging to 
be the first team since the 
1994 B.C. Lions to capture 
the CFL title at home. En¬ 
tering the season as 
favourites to play in the 
hometown Grey Cup 
comes with its own chal¬ 
lenges, but the players are 
dismissing the pressure. 

“The fact that we won 
last year means we’re fo¬ 
cused on the R-word (re¬ 
peat) but every year your 
goal is to win the champi¬ 
onship,” said Randy 
Chevrier. 

“Nobody comes into the 
season saying this year 
we’re playing for second 
place. Every year it’s the 
same motivation. The 
game’s there and that’s 
our goal, but that’s every¬ 
body’s goal.”

Halifax appears to be all 
but forgotten — at least 
for now — in the eyes of 
CFL commissioner Mark 
Cohon. 

“If we have a (regular-sea- 
son) game in Moncton, 
we’d like to see a lot of fans 
from Halifax make the 
drive,” was all Cohon 
would say when asked 
where the city fits into his 
plans. 

Moncton has effectively 
shouldered Halifax out of 
the equation in the race to 
become the CFL’s Atlantic 
expansion team and could 
host a regular-season game 
in September 2010. 

A new 10,000-seat stadi¬ 


um — expandable to 
20,000 with temporary 
seating — being built in 
Moncton for the 2010 
world junior track and field 
championships has the 
New Brunswick city in the 
driver’s seat. Halifax’s inac¬ 
tion on the same front has 
Nova Scotia fading in the 
rearview mirror. 

“I’ve had this conversa¬ 
tion with many people,” 
Cohon said. “Because there 
is no stadium in Halifax, it 
makes it very difficult for 
the league to consider big 
events there.” 

Exploring the market in 


Moncton and getting a 
team back to Ottawa are 
Cohon’s biggest priorities. 

He said he is “working 
diligently” on getting a reg¬ 
ular-season game in Monc¬ 
ton. Meanwhile, the owner¬ 
ship group of a conditional 
franchise in Ottawa is 
“making progress” in its ef¬ 
fort to negotiate a stadium 
agreement with the city. 

“If that comes to fruition, 
we’re probably looking at 
the Ottawa team getting 
back into the market in 
2012,” Cohon said. “While 
hockey is Canada’s game, I 
think the CFL is Canada’s 


league, and we want to be 
in the nation’s capital.” 

Cohon said the league 
faces a challenge to succeed 
in the face of an economic 
downturn, particularly in 
Ontario, but boasted about 
a number of positives for 
the league. 

Six of eight teams broke 
even or turned a profit in 
2008; attendance is higher 
than it’s been in 25 years; 
and television ratings on 
TSN were up 15 per cent in 
2008. 

“Those two benchmarks 
(TV ratings and ticket sales) 
that are so important for 
the league and so critical to 
the success of the league 
have been strong,” he said. 
“We’re looking forward to 
2009. We think we’re going 
to have a good year.” 


Fate of Ottawa team rests in politicians' hands

If you’re looking to read 
about any updates regard¬ 
ing the progress of Ot¬ 
tawa’s CFL franchise 
check out the local news 
section of the city’s news¬ 
papers before flipping to 
the sports pages. 

The whole question of 
whether a team will ever 
hit the field is in the 
hands of the City of Ot¬ 
tawa and its municipal 
politicians. 

The issue of whether 
Frank Clair Stadium and 
Lands do wne Park, the pro¬ 
posed home of the new 
franchise, is at the root of 
a debate between city 


council and four Ottawa 
businessman who have 
led the charge to get the 
CFL back in the city. 

On March 25, 2008, four 
local investors, led by Ot¬ 
tawa 67’s owner Jeff Hunt, 
were awarded a condition¬ 
al franchise after paying a 
$ 7-million fee to bring the 
CFL back to eastern On¬ 
tario. 

The team would play at 
a redeveloped Frank Clair 
Stadium as part of a pro¬ 
posed overhaul of the 
property called Lands- 
downe Live as submitted 


by Hunt and his team. 

When the conditional 
franchise was awarded, 
league commissioner 
Mark Cohon stated the 
next step in the process 
was ensuring Ottawa had 
the “right facility” to ac¬ 
commodate a CFL team. 

The deal will only move 
forward if an agreement 
with the city is struck to 
build an appropriate stadi¬ 
um. That’s where things 
stand now. 

Now, after months of 
discussions and town hall 
meetings debating the 


pros and cons of redevel¬ 
oping Landsdowne Park, a 
pivotal presentation at Ot¬ 
tawa City Hall on Aug. 26 
may determine the future 
of the team. 

“We’re making good 
progress with city staff to 
reach an agreement in 
principle that we hope 
meets the concerns and 
exceeds the expectations 
of council and the public 
at large. But the deal has 
to be beneficial to both 
sides for it to work,” said 
team investor Roger 
Greenberg. 

With the city’s ap¬ 
proval, it will be first 
down and goal to go. 

Without it, the CFL may 
never run another play in 
Ottawa.

Pursuit of happiness 

Canadian women more satisfied than their U.S. sisters 


Talk about a hot-button 
issue: Despite women’s 
social and economic 
gains over the last 35 
years, more American 
women report being less 
happy. 

In fact, a new gender gap 
has emerged: Men are now 
happier than women. 

That’s according to a 
study, The Paradox of De¬ 
clining Female Happiness, 
by two University of Penn¬ 
sylvania economists to be 
published in the American 
Economic Journal in Au¬ 
gust. 

But the word’s out, ignit¬ 
ing gender battles online 
as both sides point fingers. 
“Typical complaining 
women,” and “raving, 
loony feminists,” snipe 
some males. “We have too 
much to do,” and “sexist 
jerks,” females retort. 

Happiness, it turns out, 
is far more nuanced than 
that and varies by national¬ 
ity. A Canadian expert says 
women here not only still 
top men in life satisfac¬ 
tion, but also score higher 
on the happiness scale — 
which includes issues of

social security — than 
their sisters to the south. 
Who knew? 

It’s too early to tell if the 
American findings are a 
harbinger of a new gender 
gap here, of women’s wan¬ 
ing well-being.

thor of the Paradox study, 
has no easy answers. This 
pursuit of happiness busi¬ 
ness is serious stuff. Econo¬ 
mists use such life satisfac¬ 
tion findings to help evalu¬ 
ate public policies, ex¬ 
plains the assistant profes¬ 
sor at the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Wharton 
School. 

She and co-author Justin 
Wolfers analyzed three dif¬ 
ferent U.S. surveys going 
back to the 1970s.

A look at our national 
sexual identity 



C anada has a 
colourful sexual 
history. While 
Pierre Trudeau’s 
statement that 
the government had no 
business in the bedrooms 
of the nation undoubtedly 
influenced Canadian sexual 
values, it was in fact the bill 
he was introducing at the 
time — the 1967 Omnibus 
Bill — that has probably 
had more impact on our 
national sexual identity 
than any piece of legisla¬ 
tion since. This bill made 
birth control and abortion 
more available, divorce 
more accessible and re¬ 
moved homosexuality from 
the Criminal Code. 

Less than a decade previ¬ 
ous to this, Canada wasn’t 
quite as sexually liberal. 
The D.H. Lawrence classic 
Lady Chatterly’s Lover was 
considered criminally ob¬ 
scene at least in Quebec as 
late at 1959. 

But a decade after the 
Omnibus Bill, in 1977, Que¬ 
bec became the first 
province to include sexual 
orientation in its Human 
Rights Code. It took the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
until 1995 to rule that sexu¬ 
al orientation is protected 
under the Canadian Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms 
but the feds made up for it 
by becoming the fourth 
country in the world to le¬ 
galize same-sex marriage in 
2005. 

And, in the same year 
that gay people were cele-

brating their legal entry in¬ 
to the world of heterosexu¬ 
al monogamy, straight mar¬ 
ried couples were celebrat¬ 
ing their legal right to have 
recreational sex with some¬ 
one other than their part¬ 
ner when, in December of 
2005, swingers’ club were 
legalized in Canada. 

You could also blame our 
liberal sexual attitudes on 
Niagara Falls. According to 
Chris Gudgeon, author of 
The Naked Truth: The Un¬ 
told Story of Sex in Canada, 
by 1867, Niagara Falls had 
become the Honeymoon 
Capital of the World be¬ 
cause it was “a potent sym¬ 
bol of the awesome natural 
limitlessness of the new 
country.” From the start, 
Gudgeon argues, “Canada 
and sex were linked in the 
world’s imagination.” 

Our sexy rep has been so¬ 
lidified by people like 
Gwen Jacobs who took off 
her top on a hot day in 
Guelph, Ont., back in 1991, 
asserting she had just as 
much right to go topless as 
men. The court agreed and 
it became legal for women 
to go topless in Ontario. 
Toss in our nude beaches, 
like Wreck Beach in Van¬ 
couver and Hanlan’s Point 
on Toronto Island, the fact 
that Toronto is home to the 
Naked News (naked- 
news.com) and The History 
of Contraception Museum, 
featuring the world’s 
biggest collection of contra¬ 
ceptive devices, and you’ve 
got one sexy country.

Jackson dan seeks custody 



Katherine Jackson, mother of Michael Jackson, is seeking 
custody of the late pop star’s three children. 


The Los Angeles coroner’s 
office yesterday dismissed 
as inaccurate a British 
newspaper report that 
said Michael Jackson was 
emaciated and almost 
bald when he died 
suddenly last week. 

As the Jackson family 
clan gathered in Los Ange¬ 
les to consider funeral de¬ 
tails befitting the world¬ 
wide outpouring of affec¬ 
tion for the King of Pop, 
the singer’s mother filed 
court papers seeking cus¬ 
tody of his three children. 

Katherine Jackson asked 
the Los Angeles Superior 
court to appoint her 
guardian of Prince 
Michael, 12, Paris Kather¬ 
ine, 11, and Prince Michael 
II, 7, saying they have “no 
relationship with their bio¬ 
logical mother.” 

The first two are Jack¬ 
son’s children from his ex¬ 


wife Debbie Rowe and the 
third from an unidentified 
surrogate mother. A hear¬ 
ing was set for Aug. 3. 

Two inconclusive autop¬ 
sies have been carried out 
on Jackson — one by the 
Los Angeles County Coro¬ 
ner’s office and one by a 
private pathologist. Toxi¬ 
cology tests are expected 
to take several weeks. 

Jackson, 50, died sudden¬ 
ly of cardiac arrest at his 
rented Los Angeles home 
on Thursday, just a few 
weeks before a planned 
string of 50 comeback con¬ 
certs in London. 

Assistant chief coroner 
Ed Winter said details re¬ 
ported in the British Sun 
tabloid about Jackson’s 
condition did not come 
from either the private or 
the county autopsy. 

“I don’t know where that 
information came from, or 


who that information 
came from. It is not accu¬ 
rate. Some of it is totally 
false,” Winters told re¬ 
porters. 

Claiming it had seen a 
leaked autopsy report, The 
Sun said Jackson was wear¬ 


ing a wig when he died to 
cover his “peach fuzz” hair, 
weighed only about 112 
pounds (51 kg), that his 
hips, thighs and shoulders 
were riddled with needle 
wounds, and that his stom¬ 
ach was empty apart from 


partially dissolved pills. 

Jackson admitted in 1993 
that he had an addiction to 
painkillers, but he had re¬ 
cently passed a lengthy 
medical exam ahead of the 
London concerts. 

Civil rights leader A1 
Sharpton met with the 
family in Los Angles yester¬ 
day to discuss a worldwide 
tribute to Jackson. 

“I’m here to make sure 
Michael gets in death what 
he never got in life — he 
never got credit,” Sharpton 
told reporters. 

Joe Jackson told re¬ 
porters on Sunday that fu¬ 
neral arrangements for the 
King of Pop were still be¬ 
ing discussed but a family 
friend said services could 
take place tomorrow and 
the body could be buried at 
Jackson’s famous Never- 
land Ranch in central Cali¬ 
fornia.

Janet Jackson and father 
Joe Jackson made their 
first public appearances 
since the singer’s death. 

The show’s most moving 
moment came in a final 
tribute when Janet, a pop 
star in her own right, took 
the stage to thank the au¬ 
dience for turning out to 
honour her dead brother. 

“To you, Michael is an 
icon. To us, Michael is fam¬ 
ily, and he will forever live 
in all of our hearts,” said 
Jackson, her voice choking 
as she held back tears. “On 
behalf of my family and 
myself, thank you for all 
of your love. Thank you 
for all of your support, we 
miss him so much.” 

She was followed by 
host Jamie Foxx and R&B 
singer Ne-Yo singing a ten¬ 
der duet of Jackson 5 hit 
I’ll Be There, while 
pictures of Jackson were 
displayed on a giant video 
screen. 

Jackson died suddenly 
from cardiac arrest at age 
50 in his Los Angeles home 
on Thursday. The BET 
Awards, which annually ho¬ 
nour African American 
singers, actors, actresses 
and athletes, transformed 
into a tribute to the pop su¬ 
perstar.

There are many reasons to 
take in the massive pulp 
gangster epic Public Ene¬ 
mies, and no doubt, the 
chief feature the studio is 
banking on to pull in the 
pundits is the presence of 
poster boy Johnny Depp. 

But in the grand tapestry 
of it all, Depp’s admittedly 
charismatic performance 
isn’t the most resonant ele¬ 
ment in director Michael 
Mann’s ultra-stylized, retro 
shoot ’em up. 

The beloved big screen 
sex symbol stars as real life 
1930’s American outlaw 
John Dillinger, who, like 
the equally loathed/loved 
Bonnie and Clyde, forged 
his name robbing banks 
during the Great Depres¬ 
sion, amassing more press 
than any movie star dared 
even dreamed of achieving 
in the process. 

His glamorous rampage 
is dogged by rock jawed FBI 
agent Melvin Purvis (a typi¬ 


love letter to vintage 
Warner Bros, gangster 
melodramas as it is an ex¬ 
tension of the shadowy 
good vs. evil urban jungle 
Mann began observing in 
the original Miami Vice.

cally engaging Christian 
Bale) and much macho con¬ 
frontation and blood spat¬ 
tered gun battles ensue. 

Narrative drive isn’t the 
focus of Mann’s hypnotic 
crime opera, rather, like 
his classic and influential 
1995 crime drama master¬ 
piece Heat, the accent is on 
tone, atmosphere, texture 
and fetishizing violence to 
the point of lyricism. 

When men point Tom¬ 
my guns at each other and 
bullets meet bone in a 
Mann film, it’s as ferocious 


and primal as it is jarringly 
beautiful. 

And while Depp is never 
anything less than enter¬ 
taining as Dillinger, he’s 
basically just being Depp 
in fancy-lad clothing — 
likeable and visually strik¬ 
ing as always but cartoon- 
ish and never really reveal¬ 
ing the emotional arc that 
the character truly re¬ 
quires to make him flesh 
and blood. Better still is 
Bale, who excels in a small¬ 
er, less showy but more 
controlled role and gor¬ 


geous French actress Mari¬ 
on Cotillard (La Vie en 
Rose) who adds weight in a 
complex turn as Dillinger’s 
moll. Better than any of 
them however, is British 
actor Stephen Graham 
(Inlcheart) who, as psychot¬ 
ic Dillinger accomplice Ba¬ 
by Face Nelson, steals 
every scene he’s in.

Transformers 2 year’s No. 3 film 


The Transformers sequel 
quickly became the third- 
biggest movie of the year 
at the North American box 
office after just five days of 
release, as the costly robot 
extravaganza surpassed in¬ 
dustry expectations. 

Transformers: Revenge of 
the Fallen, a follow-up to 
the smash hit of 2007, 
earned an estimated $201.2 
million since it blasted into 
theatres Wednesday, dis¬ 
tributor Paramount Pic¬ 
tures said Sunday. 

Earlier in the week, the 
Viacom Inc-owned studio 
had conservatively forecast 
a five-day haul in the $130 
million to $150 million 
range. But industry pundits 
said a tally of at least $175 
million was more likely. 

“For me the high water 
mark was, could you get to 
$200 million in seven 
days?” said Don Harris, ex-

ecutive vice-president of 
distribution at Paramount, 
adding that his target was 
met with skepticism by 
movie-theatre owners. 

The biggest movies of the 
year so far are Up with 
$250 million and Star Trek 
with $246 million. The new 
Transformers movie is on 
track to hit the low $300 
million area by the end of 
next weekend, Paramount 
said. “We should have three 
really strong weeks before 
Harry Potter (and the Half- 
Blood Prince) comes in (on 
July 15),” Harris said. 

The film narrowly missed 
the five-day opening record 


of $203.8 million set last 
year by The Dark Knight, 
the second-biggest film of 
all time before adjusting 
for inflation. Its $60.6 mil¬ 
lion haul on its first day al¬ 
so fell just short of the all- 
time single-day record of 
$67 million, set on a Friday 
by the Batman sequel. 

Harris said women ac¬ 
counted for 46 per cent of 
moviegoers, up from 40 per 
cent for the first movie, an 
indication of the fran¬ 
chise’s expanding appeal. 

Exit surveys indicated 
that 91 per cent of movie¬ 
goers considered the film 
as good as or better than 
the first one, Harris said. 
Critics, on the other hand, 
were mildly favourable to¬ 
wards the first film, but 
mostly appalled by the se¬ 
quel, according to Rotten 
Tomatoes, a website that

2 onions, finely chopped 
2 large garlic cloves, crushed 
1 tsp (5 ml) ground 
coriander 

1 tsp (5 ml) ground cumin 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) cayenne 
pepper 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground cloves 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground ginger 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground 
turmeric 

4 cups (11) diluted chicken 
or vegetable stock 
14 oz (396 ml) can chopped 
tomatoes 

1 lb (500 g) skinless chicken 
breast fillets, cut into Win. 
(0.5-cm) strips 

1/2 lb (250 g) green beans, 
trimmed and chopped 
400 g can chickpeas, drained 
and rinsed 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped fresh 
coriander 

1/3 cup (75 ml) low-fat 
yogurt 

pinch of cayenne pepper 
12 sprigs of fresh coriander 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large, heavy- 
based pot or flameproof 
casserole dish over medium 
heat. Add onions and fiy for 

3 minutes, stirring. Add gar¬ 
lic and continue stirring 2 
minutes longer until onions 
are softened, but not brown. 


2. Reduce heat slightly and 
stir in spices. Continue stir¬ 
ring over gentle heat so 
spices release their aroma. 
Take care not to let mixture 
bum. 

3. Stir in stock and tomatoes 
with their juice, increase 
heat and bring to boil. Then 
reduce heat to gentle 
simmer. 

4. Add chicken, beans and 
chickpeas to pot, bring back 
to boil, then reduce heat, 
cover and leave soup to cook 
gently 10 minutes until 
chicken is cooked through 
and beans are just tender. 
Taste one bean to test if it is 
cooked and cut piece of 
chicken in half to make sure 
it is no longer pink in 
centre. Stir in chopped 
coriander and season. 

5. Ladle soup into individual 
bowls, then add dollop of yo¬ 
gurt to each serving, sprin¬ 
kle with cayenne pepper 
and garnish with coriander. 
Serve with chapattis or nan 
bread.
